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A head-on collision between the 
Southern California Air Pollution 
Control D istrict and Southland 
business interests will occur Friday 
in Pomona over the controversial 
“ New Source R eview R ules 
proposed by the district. 
The proposed rules, ostensibly 
designed to reduce smog by forcing 
all new sources to comply with the 
strictest air quality standards, are 
being branded as economic disaster 
by business and labor leaders. 
Opponents of the proposed rules 
claim as many as 27.000 jobs could be 


lost if the rules are implemented, 
which translates to more than $383 
million in lost payrolls and more 
than a billion dollars in sales in 
Southern California. 
"If these rules are adopted, there 
will be a m ass exodus of businesses 
fro m 
S o u th e rn 
C a l i f o r n i a . 
Unemployment will soar. We cannot 
jeopardize the future economic 
growth of this area by recklessly 
adopting rules,” warns Donald E. 
Butler, chairman of the clean air 
committee for the Los Angeles Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Basically, the rules would prohibit 
the construction or modification of 
any business that would prevent at­ 
tainment of national ambient air 
quality standards — which are much 
more' restrictive than standards 
currently applied to existing busines- 


S€*S. 
What that means, say critics, is 
that all businesses, right down to the 
local dry cleaners, will be caught up 
in bureaucratic red tape and forced 
to comply with standards either 
technologically unattainable or 
fiscally unreasonable. 


And, explained Reine J Corbeil, 
manager of environmental affairs 
for the Southern California Gas Co., 
there is absolutely no evidence that 
the rules would make any ap­ 
preciable dent in the regional smog 
level. 
"It would probably only decrease 
air pollution by one per cent, and 
even that’s not proven.” said 
Corbeil. 
Corbeil contends that instead of 
fo r cin g b u s i n e s s e s to m ee t 
"unrealistic” standards, all busines­ 
ses should be expected to use the

technology” on new sources. 
A number of business and industry 
spokesmen are also charging that the 
district is trying to "sneak” through 
approval of the rules by holding the 
public hearing on the Friday before 
Labor Day. 
The hearing will be held at 1 30 
p m. 
F r id a y in the Pomona 
Education Center Auditorium. 
"Although it is being held at a time 
inconvenient to both the general 
public and news media, it is im­ 


perative that residents of Los 
Angeles, Orange, Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties attend the 
public hearing and vigorously oppose 
the ‘New Source Review Rules’,” 
said Butler. 
The district board that will make 
the decision on the rules is composed 
of Los Angeles County Supervisors 
Peter F. Schabarum and Kenneth 
Hahn, Orange County Supervisor 
Laurence Schmit, Riverside County 
Supervisor A A. McCandless, and 
San Bernardino County Supervisor 
Dennis Hansberger.

Peso devalued 
by Mexico to 
check deficit 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — After 22 
years of getting 121 * pesos tor a 
dollar, Americans should soon get 
about 20. or 60 per cent more, foreign 
bankers predicted today following 
the devaluation of the Mexican cur­ 
rency. 
Treasury Secretary Ramon Beteta 
announced Tuesday night that tlie 
government was abandoning the fix­ 
ed rate of exchange it had main­ 
tained since 1954 in an attempt to 
hold down the ballooning foreign 
trade deficit. Beteta said the peso 
would be allowed to "float.” with its 
value determined by supply and de­ 
mand 
Officials of foreign banks said the 
peso probably would stabilize at 
about 20 to the dollar 
The immediate effects will be to 
enhance Mexico as a tourist 
playground, if local hotels, res­ 
taurants and shops don t raise their 
prices accordingly, and to make 
Mexican products cheaper for 
foreign buyers. This should improve 
the balance of payments deficit, 
which has grown more than 400 per 
cent since 1970 to about $4 billion 
Tourism, Mexico s biggest in­ 
dustry, needed the boost. The Bank 
of Mexico reported earlier this year 
that the country was pricing itself 
out of competition with Europe and 
the Caribbean. 


Irish seeking 
tough measure 
against IRA 
DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) — The 
Irish government is going to ask 
parliament next week to declare a 
state ot emergency for the first time 
since World War 11 to open the way 
for tough new measures against tlie 
Irish Republican Army. 
Informed sources said the govern 
ment wants a state of emergency so 
that guarantees of civil and human 
rights in the Irish Constitution of 1937 
and the European Convention on 
Human Rights will not apply to the 
antiterrorist legislation the govern 
ment will introduce 


Key action as legislature adjourns 
Sentence system 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
California Legislature, which made 
some historic decisions about crimes 
in the last two years, has finished its 
1975-76 session by rewriting the 
state's laws on punishment 
The lawmakers adjourned at 12:32 
a.m. today after scrapping the 
state’s 59-year-old indeterminate 
sentencing system, 
a onetime 
reform now condemned by prisoners 
and law enforcement groups alike 
It was a fitting final subject for the 
two-year session that included land- 
m a r k m e a s u r e s l i b e r a liz i n g 
marijuana laws and legalizing long- 
outlawed sex acts between con­ 
senting adults. 
It was also a victory for Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr.. who achieved most 
of his legislative program for the se­ 
cond straight year. 
Other Brown-backed m easures 
that passed Tuesday on the final day 
of the session included a one-year 
freeze and a 5 per cent future limit 
on judges raises, a measure making 
it easier to try juveniles as adults for 
serious crimes, and a bill to fund the 
state coastal commission. 
The sentencing measure by Sen 
John Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, ef­ 
fective next July, replaces the 
current broad range of sentences, 
such as one year to life, with 
relatively fixed terms for most 
crimes. 


Backers said it would end the illu­ 
sion that a parole board could decide 
when a prisoner was fit to return to 
society, and with it the uncertainty 
of inmates about their release date, 
considered a major cause of prison 
unrest. 
The fixed-term system , with 
longer 
s e n t e n c e s 
for 
p rio r 
convictions and shorter sentences 
for good behavior, "m akes punish­ 
ment more certain (and) more fairly 
imposed.” Brown told reporters. 
But the votes — 59-18 in the As­ 
sembly, 25-9 in the Senate — didn t 
reflect the more than 13 hours of 
wrangling, 
political 
maneuvers, 
hastily drafted amendments, and 
some of the year’s most emotional 
speechmakmg. 
Conservative Sen. H.L. Rich­ 
ardson, R-Arcadia, said backers of 
the bill would have "blood up to your 
elbows” from the release of 
prisoners who are now held in­ 
definitely. 
Liberal Assemblyman Ken Meade, 
D-Berkeley, said the bill was "a 
sincere but futile effort to reform a 
system bankrupt at the core, 
and 
predicted future sentences would in­ 
crease. both under Nejedly s bill and 
under future legislation approved by 
Brown. 
But Brown s aides, working with 
moderate-to-liberais in both parties, 
overcame opposition to the bill after 


beating back attempts to scuttle it 
with amendments making sentences 
longer and parole harder. 
One amendment that was ac­ 
cepted. by Assemblyman Alister 
McAlister, D-San Jo se, would 
require a parole hearing transcript 
to be made public 30 days before a 
life termer is paroled — a response 
to the recent unpublicized parole of 
acid murderer Geza de Kaplany.

(AP) - Firemen 
had just put out a fire in a gasoline- 
tanker truck parked at a service sta 
tion when the staton s underground 
fuel tanks exploded The lire chief 
and two fire medics were killed, and 
28 others were injured 
"How in the world it didn t get me, 
I don’t know," fireman Clyde Jacobs 
said after the tragedy Tuesday m 
this Appalachian foothills industrial 
city. 
Witnesses said the fuel tank expkc 
sion hurled the victims’ bodies 30 
feet and sent flames hundreds of feet 
into the air. It leveled the service 
station and a nearby trader home 
and scorched an area of about three 
acres 
Jacobs, listed in good condition 
with burns on his neck and a leg, said 
he was at his home about a half mile 
from the small service station when 
he saw smoke rolling into the air. 


He raced to the scene, be said and 
"we were trying to cool the tanker 
when a huge fireball burst from two 
underground fuel storage tanks. 


Jacobs said from his hospital bed 
that the three men who died had gone 
into the service station alter noting 
that the underground tanks pressure 
valve indicated it was safe.

Abnormalties 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Rat* given fluoride in their 
drinking water at level* as low a* in some cities’ water 
systems developed abnormalities that led to miscarriag­ 
es, stillbirths and birth defects, a scientist said today 
The new study, discussed at a symposium at the 
American Chemical Society meeting here, cannot be ap­ 
plied to humans, cautioned the researcher who conduct­ 
ed the experiments. 
The study points to problems of too much politics and 
not enough science in the fluoridation controversy, said 
another participant. 
Cities began adding fluoride to their water supplies 25 
to 30 years ago because of evidence that it helped prevent 
tooth decay. Now, said Dr. Edward Groth III of the 
National Research Council in Washington, some 95 
million Americans drink artificially fluoridated water. 
The study on rats was reported by Dr. Aly H. Mohamed 
of the Universityof Missouri at Kansas City. 
He told a news conference that fluoride levels in the 
drinking water given to test rats varied from 1 part 


per million (ppm) to 200 ppm. The rats showed damage to 
their chromosomes, part of the mechanism of heredity, 
regardless of the concentration of the chemical, 
Mohamed said. 
A control group of rats with no fluoride in their drinking 
water developed none of the abnormalities, he said. 
The scientists noted that fluoride is added to various 
city water supplies around the nations in amounts from 2 
to 10 ppm. 
Mohamed said his results cannot be applied to humans 
because even if it could be shown that humans were sub­ 
ject to similar chromosomal damage, the damage would 
be less likely to be translated into birth defects. 
“ On a political question like this there has been so much 
pulling and tugging in both directions that a great many 
scientists have not presented critical analyses,’ said Dr. 
Edward Groth III of the National Research Council in 
Washington. 
“The policy-makers have had no way to determine ac­ 
curately which side has more facts.” 


Lung disease 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Beagles breathing Sesam e 
kinds of auto emissions found in the air of c itie s sue ha. 
Los Angeles and Chicago developed lung disease t 
pe - 
sisted two years after they were moved to clean air, a 
scientist said today. 
. 
Dr. Jerry Stara of the Environmental Protection 
Agency research laboratory in Cincinnati, Ohio, said 
most of the dogs tested developed lesions in their lungs 
that resembled emphysema. 
“ If urban pollution was to increase, the pathologists 
felt, this sort of situation may occur in man, Stara said. 
The EPA’s preliminary findings were reported to tne 
American Chemical Society national meeting here. In 
other reports on air pollution, scientists said: 
—While the catalytic converter almost eliminates some 
pollutants from auto exhaust, it introduces to the 
freewavs a new hazard — tiny droplets of sulfuric acid. 
—High doses of Vitamin E seemed to help rats and 
monkeys ward off lung disease from air pollution. 
—Testtube experiments showed that the pollutant sul­

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The perils of campaigning: 
goofs hurt Mondale tour 


M ONDALE CAM PAIGNS AT COM M UNITY CEN TER 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The vice 
presidential candidate was ready to 
meet dozens of Mexican-American 
children eating their breakfasts in a 
special community center program 
But when he arrived, the children 
weren’t there 
It was typical of what can go 
wrong in a campaign — and it was 
just one of a number of things, all 
minor, that have plagued Sen. Walter 
F. Mondale since the Democratic 
vice presidential candidate arrived 
in California late Saturday night, 
midway through his first major cam­ 
paign trip. 
None of the problems are likely to 
cost the candidate the election. But 
they are symptoms, according to 
Mondale staff members, of the early 
problems that a campaign can run 
into. 


The organization put together by 
Jimmy Carter had no base from a 
primary campaign on which to draw 
for its general election campaign in 
California. Carter was trounced by 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. in the 
state's primary in June and never 
put together a strong organization. 
Local staff members said they 
viewed Mondale’s visit here as a dry 
run for future trips — and a chance 
to work the kinks out of the cam­ 
paign machinery 
The case of the absent children 
developed at the Centro Latino in San 
Francisco’s outer Mission district, 
before Mondale flew to Sacramento 
Tuesday for a meeting with Brown 
and then flew here. 
When Mondale and his motorcade 
pulled up to the community center, 
there weren’t more than a dozen 


youngsters in the entire breakfast 
area, a large yellow and orange 
room decorated with children’s 
drawings and a mural depicting life 
in the Chicano ghetto. 
One official explained that the low 
turnout was the result of school 
registration falling on the same day 
as the senator's visit. He said 225 
youngsters took part in the program 
last Friday morning 


Other problems: 
—On Monday, reporters showed up 
at 9 a.m. in a small restaurant for a 
meeting between the senator and San 
Francisco Bay Area labor leaders. 
The union men showed up at 9:30, but 
they were kept waiting by the can­ 
didate for 30 minutes. Everyone had 
been given a different starting time 
for the meeting 


—A stationwagon carrying re­ 
porters to Mondals’s appearances 
failed three times to start and a 
truck carrying baggage to the air­ 
port had to be given an emergency 
start. 
—When the candidate spoke at a 
downtown hotel, delivering a major 
address on foreign policy, a special 
press room set up for reporters was 
locked, just when they wanted to use 
it. When it was finally opened, the 
specially installed telephones did not 
work. 
One problem, out of the control of 
the campaign staff, developed during 
the 361-mile flight from Sacramento 
to Los Angeles aboard Mondale's 
chartered jet aircraft. It involved a 
fluctuation in the cabin pressure, and 
the airplane had to be flown at 23,000 
feet rather than 30,000 feet 


Reagan will broadcast 
conservative viewpoint 
Harrises guilty: another 
kidnap triai facing them 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ronald Reagan, the former 
Wheaties sportscaster who also starred in movies, got 
elected governor and ran for president, is returning to his 
first career — radio. 
Reagan, who narrowly lost to President Ford at the 
Republican National Convention last month, had a date in 
a Hollywood sound studio today to start recording a new 
nationwide commentary program. 
He planned to tape the first 10 programs for the five- 
minute daily show, on which he is expected to voice his 
conservative philosophy. The show will be aired beginn­ 
ing Sept. 20 
So far, 97 radio stations have signed contracts to carry 
the show, said Harry O’Connor, Reagan s producer. 


1 1» onnor predicts that he will have 220 to 230 stations un 
uer contract by Sept. 20 and as many a* 500 by the end of 
thr year. 
After losing at the convention, Reagan said he planned 


to campaign for Ford but would have to devote much of 
his time to earning a living through his radio show. 
Before Reagan challenged Ford for the Republican 
nomination last November, he was on the air on 347 sta­ 
tions with a similar five-minute daily commentary called 
“ Viewpoint.” 
But when Reagan announced his candidacy, the same 
Federal Communications Commission “ fairness 
doctrine” ruling that barred his 51 old movies from televi­ 
sion also forced him to give up the radio show 
Sen. Barry Goldwater of Arizona took over the View­ 
point” program, which is now on about 100 stations 
The new show — titled just “ Ronald Reagan — is the 
former California governor’s second return to radio and 
brings his lung career full circle. 
The 65-year-old former actor s first job after gradua­ 
tion from Eureka College m Illinois 44 years ago was as a 
85-per-game sportscaster for radio WOC in Davenport, 
Iowa. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Emily and 
William Harris, sentenced to 11 
years to life in prison, now face a 
trial in Northern California for the 
kidnaping of newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst. 
The two Symbionese Liberation 
Army members remained at the Hall 
of Justice jail here following their 
sentencing Tuesday for kidnaping, 
robbery and car theft Authorities 
said they would be moved to 
Alameda County later this week for 
trial on a 19-count complaint stemm­ 
ing from the Feb, 4,1974, Hearst kid­ 
naping. 
The Harrises showed no reaction 
when Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler urged that they spend a 


long time in prison. Under California 
law, he was not permitted to set ex­ 
act limits on the sentences, and the 
couple could be released after as lit­ 
tle as six years and eight months. 
“ It is this court’s recommen­ 
dation to the Adult Authority ... that 
the defendants serve an additional 
and lengthy period of confinement in 
the state prison,” Brandler said. 
Harris, 31, and Mrs Harris, 29. 
who already had been jailed for near­ 
ly one year, delivered impassioned 
speeches before the packed court for 
lenience as they took turns speaking 
from a lectern turned toward spec­ 
tators and reporters seated behind 
bulletproof glass 
“ 1 am a revolutionary, and I do not 


lose hope for the future.” said Emily 
Harris. 
“ I’m not too impressed by the 
system of justice,” said William 
Harris 
The charges stemmed from a May 
16, 1974, robbery and shooting at an 
Inglewood sporting goods store and 
the com m andeering of two 
automobiles for an escape Miss 
Hearst has admitted spraying the 
store with gunfire to help the Har­ 
rises flee 
Miss Hearst, an absent code­ 
fendant in the Los Angeles trial, will 
be tried next January on the same 
charges that were lodged here 
against the Harrises.

Smith to court

As receiver for Smith » United 
States National Bank, which failed in 
late 1973, the FDIC has been trying 
to turn unpaid notes into cash 
Smith and Sovereign State Capital, 
Inc., contend the loans were repaid 
But FDIC attorney Fred Fields said 
the notes were returned but the loans 
were not repaid 
The loans were made In early 1972 
to five firms described by Fields as 
“ Smith-controlled companies ” He 
identified them as Woodlake Farms. 


Kingsburg Oil Co., Balboa Inter* 
nacional S.A., Strathmore Cattle Co. 
and Pesquera Tropicana S. A. 
“ People who signed the notes were 
asked to do so not even knowing what 
it was about,” Fields told U.S. 
District Court Judge Leland C.

“ In one case, a gentleman had 
never even heard of a company. In 
other cases, people were not em­ 
powered to sign . ” 
Smith. 77. pleaded innocent to 
federal bank fraud charges last year.

There is no Mafia! 
sociologist debunks 
the secret society 


NEW YORK (AP) 
There is no Mafia, says an Italian- 
American sociologist who once believed in it and savs he 
has been called ‘ every name in the book ’ for debunking 
it. 
At least, says Joseph I. Albini of Wayne State I ’niver 
sitv, there s no secret Sicilian society that has dominated 
organized crime in America 
“ The word “Mafia has come to be a synonym for 
American organized crime, but Mafia is a myth. 
Albini 
said Tuesday in a paper prepared for the annual meeting 
of the American Sociological Association “ Italians like 
other groups have participated in organized crime, but 
Mafia as a secret society does not exist, and never did 
He said that in 1965 an Italian parliamentary commis­ 
sion established to study the question of Mafia in Sicily 
found no secret society 
However, earlier this year, the Italian parliament s 
anti-Mafia 
commission, 
mandated specifically to 
‘ investigate the phenomenon of the Sicilian Mafia, con­ 
cluded after 13 years of study that the Mafia did exist and 
was thriving 
And Albini noted that the Kefauver Committee in 1950 
and the McClelland Committee’ in 1963 both concluded 
that the secret Sicilian Mafia existed in the I nited State’s 
He said belief in the Mafia has allowed the American 
public to “ hide from itself the fact that corruption sale of 
illicit liquor and dnigs, participation in illegal gambling 
and other illicit activities were not enterprises which 
were forced on the American public by this sinister 
organization 
“ Syndicated crime is part of the social system of 
American society itself It exists because there are peo­ 
ple who demand and who deliver illicit goods and ser­ 
vices. ami politicians who offer protection 
Such crime has continued irrespective of the particular 
ethnic groups —■ Irish. Hermans Jews. Cubans, blacks 
and others 
which have been involved in it throughout its 
history, he said 
“ What in reality have the Italian syndicate participants 
done that is so different from the others? 
Albini asked 
“ They have employed violence So have all the other 
ethnic group participants in this form of crime They have 
employed corruption of public officials. So have all the 
other participants ’ 
Albini said the myth had become so powerful that 
“ many people in organized crime think they are Mafia 
because they are as confused as everyone else 
Albini said that when he begun his research into 
organised crime in 1964 he interviewed informants and 
undercover policemen and found thev didn t know what 
was going on “ 
He said he had been “ accused of trying to vindicate the 
Italians because I'm Italian, but many non Italian 
scholars have said the same thing 
Albini said the term Mafia probably comes from an IH6f» 
play. “ I Mafusi della Vicaria,” about plotters in it prison 
in Palermo. Italy. 
He predicted tiiat the myth of the Mafia was beginning 
to fade from the public mind “ Its place has now tx,en 
taken in a new form by blacks and l*uerto Kleans, 
he 
said ‘ Thev will be the new scapegoats. 


Hays has deal to resign 


WASHINGTON <AP> — lawyers 
for Rep. Wayne L. Hays and the 
House Eth ics Com m ittee are 
negotiating a deal for Hays to resign 
from Congress in return for a halt to 
the panel's investigation of payroll- 
sex charges against him. 
The bargaining hit a snag late 
Tuesday on a question of timing The 
Ethics Committee was reported to 
be considering a resolution that said 
Hays was resigning effective Sept 8, 
that the committee s pavroll-sex in­ 
quiry would be suspended im ­ 
mediately when Hay's letter of 
resignation was delivered but that 
the investigation would not com­ 
pletely terminate until he actually 
resigns 
The Hays’ case also is being in­ 
vestigated by the Justice De­ 


partment to determine whether the 
congressman should be prosecuted. 
Any Hays' resignation would have no 
impact on that investigation. 
A reliable source said the Ohio 
Democrat had been expected Tues­ 
day to deliver his resignation letter 
to Speaker Carl Albert and then to 
the Ethics Committee 
But sources later said Hays’ 
representatives had not left the let­ 
ter with the committee. The Hays' 
representatives 
indicated 
they 
objected to the committee's reluc­ 
tance to guarantee that its inquiry 
will end until Hays actually leaves 
office. 
The Ethics Committee adjourned 
Tuesday without taking any action on 
its resolution to terminate the 
pavroll-sex

Chairman John J. Flynt scheduled 
another meeting today 
Judah Rest, Hays' lawyer, and 
H ays’ press secretary, Carol 
Clawson, met with Flynt and Ethics 
Committee staff members for more 
than an hour after that. 
The Ethics Committee inves­ 
tigation had been requested by Hays 
himself three months ago after 
Elizabeth Ray accused him of keep­ 
ing her on his House Administration 
Committee payroll to be his mis­ 
tress. 
Hays admitted he had had a per 
snnal relationship with her but said 
the Ethics Committee investigation 
would exonerate him by establishing 
that she had done committee work 
for her $14,000 a year. 
But when Hays dropped his re 


election campaign three weeks ago. 
he said in an interview that one 
reason was that “ I don't want to give 
that woman a chance to make 
another appearance.’’ 
His offer to resign from Congress 
was reportedly made shortly after 
the Ethics Committee voted Monday 
to begin hearings Sept. 16 despite his 
lawyer's plea that he is too de­ 
pressed to defend himself.

eyes the way orthodontists brace 
teeth, but not all doctors see eye to 
eye on the controversial new 
procedure. 
The technique, called ortho- 
keratologv involves treatment with 
a series of special pressure inducing 
contact lenses designed to gradually 
reshape the eye 
Some doctors are calling it preven 
live medicine Others are worried 
the treatment could be permanently 
harmful and uniy temporarily help^ 
fill. 
“ Historically we ve always had to 
wait for a problem to develop and 
then do what we could to alleviate 
it. said Dr, Stuart A Grant, the Los 
Angeles optometrist who helped de­ 
velop the special lens “ But now we 
have an actual preventative If we 
can stop problems betore they 
develop, people won t have either the 


expense or the trouble later.” 
Orthokeratology is designed to 
help persons 
with 
refractive 
problems — near sightedness far­ 
sightedness or astigmatism Grant 
estimated that most of the 100 
million persons in the United States 
who wear glasses fall into these 
categories. 


In orthokeratology a person wears 
a succession of graduated contact 
tenses, each one pressing the cornea 
a bit more toward its proper cur­ 
vature 
The eyes are rechecked 
every six w eeks and new lenses are 
prescribed as the curve improves 


The treatment normally lasts two 
years and costs about $1,200 . he said 


Grant said the technique can 
benefit nearly everyone with a 
refractive problem 
“ The only 
question,” be said, “ is to what 
degree we can help That depends on 
how had a person's eyes are when he 


comes in for treatment ” 
Dolores Walsh, 
administrative 
director of professional services fur 
the Jules Stein Eye Institute at 
UCLA, said orthokeratology is not 
recommended “ because it may 
prove harmful and is not per­ 
manent.” 


Dr. Jerom e Pearlman, an as­ 
sociate professor of ophthalmology 
at the center, added, 
“ The 
physiology is unsound because once 
you remove the lens, the cornea will 
revert to the same shape it was 
before Optometrists think it is per­

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City manager^ calms fears 
Hazardous waste disposal 
sparks pollution queries 


City Manager Bob Fast of West Covina says area resi­ 
dents need have no alarm at this time about the possible 
deposit of residual material from a toxic chemical in a 
landfill site in West Covina 
Fast explained that a chemical firm has applied to the 
state Department of Health's Hazardous Waste Division 
and the Environmental Protection Agency to determine if 
it’s safe to deposit a herbicide in the Class One landfill 
site owned by B.K.K. Co. 
The site is iocated in a canyon at the southern end of 
Azusa Avenue. The waste disposal company has a permit 
to operate in West Covina 
The city manager noted that state and federal agencies 
which will make the decision on the deposit are charged 
with “protecting the public and making sure that deposits 
will not be harmful to humans.' 
The request is a “routine, ongoing administrative 
process" that is not new. but has been treated with sensa­ 
tion by some alarmists. Fast commented. 
“The state from time to time has given routine ap­ 
proval for toxic materials to be deposited in landfills. 
Some are making it seem that this is the first time a toxic 
material has been proposed for deposit, 
he added 
Fast said a herbicide is a liquid defoliant formerly used 
in Vietnam to strip trees and forest areas of foliage that 
served as hiding places for the Viet Cong. 


The chemical was sold to a chemical firm by the U.S. 
Air Force following the end of the Vietnam War 
Purpose of the sale was for the chemical firm to 
reprocess and re-cycle the herbicide for commercial pur­ 
poses. 
The principal amount of the chemical has been re-sold, 
but there is residual material left over that can t be sold, 
Fast explained. Among this residual material is the char­ 
coal that was used as a filtering agent that now contains 
traces of the toxic chemical. 
This charcoal has been stored in steel vats and sits 
somewhere in a Wilmington warehouse, awaiting the 
decision of the Hazardous Waste Division and the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency before being moved 
“ If it qualifies for a Class One landfill site, we ve got 
one of the few class one sites in the area. If it doesn t 
qualify for a class one. I don’t know where it is destined, . 
Fast said. 
He pointed out that the site owned by the B K.K. Co. is 
stringently regulated by the City of West Covina and is 
among the prime examples utilized by the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency as criteria for other sites 
Fast said he did not know how long the agencies would 
take in arriving at a decision on whether the deposit will 
be made in the West Covina site.

Tony Ciotti and Lee Young are charged with the respon­ 
sibility of making sure provisions of the building and 
housing codes within the City of Montclair are tnet. 
Both enforcement officers apply codes equally to areas 
within the target sections of the federal Community 
Development Act and those areas not included within the 
CD A Ciotti handles the CD A section and Young the 


remainder of the city. 
Main goal of the Community Development Act and code 
enforcement program, according to Mike Loehr, com- 
munity development director, is 
to maintain existing 
housing quality and prevent d 'cay. 


“ The average home in Montclair is about 15 years old, 
Loehr added, “ which is right at the turning point for 
maintenance. If houses are maintained now. they will sur­ 
vive another 15 to 20 years. If not maintained, they will 
deteriorate into a housing and safety problem ” 
Code enforcement program is being augmented by the 
funds from federal legislation Past practice merely was 
to inform the homeowner of code violations and leave it to 
each individual property owner to correct the violations. 
“ Now we are attempting to give people assistance in 
correcting the problems.” Loehr noted. ‘‘We have the ad­ 
vantage of the CDA to give more backup service to the 
areas of concern. The backup service includes things like 
home improvement loans, counseling services and ad­ 
ministrative support. 
“ The CDA program has been operating a year now and 
we’re finding really good results, especially in the apart­ 
ment areas. There has been complete refurbishing of 
total blocks, including redecorating, converting carports 
to garages and landscaping. We still have a long way to 
go, but it’s nice to see results.”

The Republican party is down so far in the polls 
bat it has nowhere to go but up. 
Up it will surely go, if only because Jnnirny 
Matter, as the first candidate to be nominated, had 
the limelight to himself for a month between -he 
D em ocratic and Republican conventions. 
Everybody loves a winner, and he was the only win­ 
ner around for a while. The question is whether t e 
Republicans will be able to ascend all the way to 
victory in November, or even close to it. 
Many in the Ford camp are no doubt reminding 
themselves of the surprise Harry S. Truman pulled 
off back in 1948, when he was virtually the only man 
in the country who thought he could beat Thomas E. 
L>ewey — although the spunky Missourian was 
never as overwhelmingly outclassed in the pre­ 
election polls as Gerald Ford has been thus far. 
Truman was also an unelected president seeking 
a mandate in his own right. Truman had the “do- 
nothing” RepubUcan 80th Congress to run against; 
Ford has the “do-too-much 
Democratic 94th 
C o n g ress. Both faced challengers who were state 
governors and had never been associated with the 
Washington establishment and who vowed to a dis­ 
enchanted public to restore responsible leadership 
to the national government. 
The comparison should not be carried too far, 
however. Ford is no Truman, neither is Carter a 
complacent Dewey, and there are other differences 
between the candidates, the issues and the parties 
of 1976 and those of 1948 
Yet with the nation at peace, with the economv 
fairly prospering and looking better all the time and 
with no great, looming domestic or foreign crises, 
the outcome may well hinge less on these dif­ 
ferences than on the images the two contenders 
project to the public, even as it did in 1948 
Thus Ford's apparently last-minute insertion in 
his acceptance speech of a challenge to meet Carter 
in debate may have been a well-advised move. 
Using the historic Nixon-Kennedv debates as a 
guide, this would appear at first blush to be offering 
the unfamiliar newcomer an advantage. But the 
unsparkling Gerald Ford needs nothing so much as 
a new image, and if he can keep the one he showed 
in Kansas City — snappy, hard-hitting, confident, 
articulate — he has more to gain than to lose in a 
side-by-side appearance with his cliallenger. 
The voters may be rewarded with no new 
enlightenment on the issues, but they would cer­ 
tainly be better able to compare the personalities of 
the two men, and that, it must sadly be admitted, is 
usually what counts more than the issues, whatever 
they are. 
, . t 
This is assuming, of course, that a debate or 
debates could be arranged ( it would require an act 
of Congress to suspend television s equal-time rule) 
and that they would not just be carefully structured 
press conferences. 
We can ignore the vice-presidential sideshow, 
despite the fact that some commentators have 
suggested that in choosing Sen. Robert Dole of 
Kansas, Ford has traded off any chance of carrying 
the South in favor of an aggressive infighter who 
will harry the Democrats while he keeps to the 
• high road.” We recall no presidential candidate 
who was ever defeated because of, but many who 
were elected in spite of, his running mate. 
Beyond all the images and personalities, 
however, what it seems to come down to is this . Is 
there really a conservative, anti-big-govemment 
trend abroad in the land, or is that just so much 
noise from an electorate which says one thing out­ 
side the voting booth and does another inside? 
At this stage, Jimmy Carter, as a nonestablish­ 
ment, quasi-conservative who is at the same time 
the leader of the party identified with liberalism 
and progressivism, has the best of both worlds, and 
the polls may, in fact, have already told us the win­ 
ner in November.

Commerce aids Arab boycott

WASHINGTON — Government of­ 
ficials have been pointing out 
loopholes in the law to business ty­ 
coons who, for the sake of the 
petrodollar, wish to comply with the 
Arab boycott of companies doing 
business with Israel. 
The Commerce Dept., of course, is 
supposed to uphold the anti-boycott 
law But behind the scenes, its of­ 
ficials have advised business leaders 
how to get around the law and still 
support the Arab boycott. 
The problem came up at a secret 
meeting last March of the Business 
international Roundtable, one of the 
most powerful business groups in the 
United States. The meeting was at­ 
tended by 80 of the nation’s top 
business executives. 
Commerce officials cheerfully in 
structed them how to boycott Jewish 
c o m p a n i e s w i t h o u t g e t t i n g 
prosecuted Under the law, business 
firms are required to notify the Com­ 
merce Dept of any requests from 
Arab governments to participate in 
the boycott. The companies are also 
supposed to report whether they in 
tended to comply with the boycott 
requests. 
Yet a confidential memo, sum­ 
marizing what happened at the 
meeting, indicates that the Com­ 
merce Dept, is more interested in 
promoting Arab-American business 
than in stopping the discrimination. 
The memo raising a technicality, 
notes that * neither the law nor the 
regulations forbid companies to 
comply — unless doing so would dis­ 
criminate against U.S. citizens or 


companies. 
The implication is that companies 
can support the boycott, strictly 
speaking, if they can find some way 
to justify it. The memo also suggests 
slyly that the companies might even 
avoid reporting boycott requests in 
the first place. 
“ The 
Commerce 
Department 
representative expressed the view 
that the regulations say only that the 
U.S. ex p o rter m ust report the 
receipt of a boycott request, 
states 
the memo. “ Thus if a U.S com­ 
pany’s foreign affiliate receives a 
boycott request and does not report 
it to the U.S. parent, the U.S parent 
is not expected to report the request 
to the Commerce Department. 
In other words, all the com panies 
need to do is deal with the Arab 
governm ents through foreign ai 
filiates. This is spelled out in more 
detail in the confidential memo, with 
emphasis on these points: 
— “ Transact business with Arab 
nat i o ns t h ro ug h s u b s i d i a r i e s 
abroad,” the memo stresses, 
since 
these subsidiaries are apparently not 
covered by Commerce Department 
filing requirements 
— Business firms can also avoid 
the law simply by selling * to the 
Arab m arket through middlemen 
The memo specifically suggests us­ 
ing “ trading houses 
— As another strategem , the 
memo recommends using an Arab 
insurance company to insure U.S 
shipments. “This can eliminate any 
request to fill out (boycott) question­ 
naires or certified documents, 
the 


memo poirts out 
— “ Solicit the support of Arab 
purchasers to eliminate or rephrase 
questions in the boycott documen 
tation.” it is also suggested, so that 
the answers either comply with U.S. 
laws or do not have to be filed with 
the Commerce Department. 
— Some companies have been able 
to satisfy the Arab nations, the 
memo adds, by certifying that ex­ 
ported goods are “ m ade in the 
US A.” Thus the companies can 
comply technically with the anti- 
Israel boycott without using the 
more objectionable phrase, “ not of 
Israeli origin 
The memo, which doesn't mention 
the m oral im plications of the 
boycott, closes with this admonition: 
“Companies (should) weigh the ad­ 
vantages of complying with the 
boycott demands against the possible 
disadvantages such com pliance 
might bring in the U.S. domestic 
market from groups opposed to the 
boycott.” 
Footnote: Congress is now work 
ing on legislation to stiffen the anti­ 
boycott regulations. Rep 
Jam es 
Seheuer, D.-N.Y., has asked Rep 
John Moss, D.-Calif , to investigate 
how the boycott is operating The 
findings should be made public later 
this week.

Sacramento scene 
State debts 
grow and grow

Somewhere buried in the mass of figures com­ 
prising this year’s state budget, which exceeded *12 
billion were appropriations from Ü.e genera 1 fund 
totalling more than $250 million. Tha 
m 
neither paid any salaries nor provided any services 
for the people. It did nothing to relieve unemploy­ 
ment or help those in need. It was simply to pay In­ 
terest on the $6 billion bonded indebtedness of the 


Yet that interest represents a sum greater than 
the total state budget back m the 
^ 
Gov. Culbert L. Olson which provoked the forma­ 
tion of the long rem em bered economy bloc in the 


1 ^ShortlvThereafter WW II broke out. catapulting 
the state into an era of prosperity. Despite tem­ 
porary setbacks in the economy ever since. Even by 
the end of the war the state, which shortly before 
had been issuing warrants in lieu of cash, had ac 
cumulated more than a billion dollars in surpluses. 
At the time Olson took office in 1939 the state was 
almost without any bonded indebtedness Aside 
from the bonds issued to finance veteran home 
loans, a program which was then and a 1 wavs fulK 
paid bv the home purchasers, the only outstanding 
bonds were a few million in highway and harbor 
bonds issued years before. They had not been paid 
because they were 50 year non-caliable bonds 
Ironically, it was Gov. Earl Warren, who had 
preached "pav-as-vou-go , that launched the state 
into bonded indebtedness with his support of state 
bond issues to aid local school construction. 
Starting from that time the state had floated more 
than $2 billion for school building aid alone 
The prosperity which filled the state’s treasury 
also enriched local government. Yet they too have 
been spending vastly greater sums than they 
receive and have incurred bonded debts of near $1 
billion. This in the face of ever growing subsidies 
from both the state and federal governments. In ad­ 
dition, local governments have sunk further into 
financial difficulties through lease purchases and 
unfunded pension programs 
If the paradox of increasing government debt in 
time of great prosperity seems inexplicable one 
must look to the split views of the officials and 
economists for the answer There is a strong school 
which believes the burden for capital outlay should 
not fall upon the present taxpayers but should 
spread over the future who will also benefit. There 
is also the belief that it is cheaper to borrow to 
acquire and build than to defer and pay higher 
prices for land and construction. They also oppose 
paying off past obligations obtained at lower rates 
of interest than now exist or can be expected in the 
future. 
Most of such thinking reflects sound business 
principles but it ignores one thing basic in govern­ 
ment. That Is that when surpluses exist in the 
treasury the temptation to spend is irresistabie 
And. unfortunately, the spending usually involves 
perpetual commitments to new programs. Because 
of those pressures for new or enriched programs, 
the debts continue to grow With the state already 
in debt $6 billion, another near $2 billion has been 
authorized but not yet sold. 
As the year began it was estimated that the state 
would have more than $800 million in surplus. Had 
thatVnoney been used for the program for which the 
unsold bonds are intended, the need for most of 
those which are not self-liquidating could have been 
avoided Or had it been earmarked for those things 
which will be financed by the bonds which will be 
requested of the voters this November there would 
have been no reason for the bond proposals on the 
ballot.

(AP) — The worms have turned away 
from Nebraska s first lady. The governor’s wife says a 
summertime drought has dried up her personal supply of 
nightcrawlers for use as fishing bait. 
“ It’s been so dry that you can’t find them. I ve had to 
resort to buying some.’’ Pat Exon, wife of Gov. J J. Exon, 
complained Monday. “ I don’t know where they re getting 
them from this summer, they must be imported. 
Normally, Mrs. Exon gets all the worms she needs for 
her once-a-week fishing trips from her private worm gar­ 
den in the fallout shelter of the governor s mansion 
She said she began cultivating the garden about three 
years ago because “ time is so hard to come by that when I 
can get away, I don't have time to shop for bait. 
“So I had Jim (the governor) make a box so I could 
— 
* m m m m m m m * 
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raise them myself. Some of these babies take 18 months 
to m ature,” she says, “ and the bigger the worm, the 
bigger the fish.” 
Mrs. Exon said she generally goes worm-hunting in her 
garden at night after it rains 
“ Some might say it isn t fitting for a first lady to be 
poking around for worms, but the first ladies I know are 
those who do what s comfortable for them. . 
“ I tried to reach Mary Anderson (wife of Minnesota 
Gov. Wendell Anderson) the other day and she was out 
pounding nails on an old farm they've bought.’’ she said. 
The worm project is a few doors down from the public 
Bicentennial exhibit of dolls depicting Nebraska’s 33 first 
ladies. Mrs. Exon admits that the garden “gets a little 
smelly.’’

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She said that when she first started growing worms, an 
Arkansas worm farmer told her to feed them powdered 
milk and cornmeal. “ He also promised to send me some 
red worms but he hasn't done it yet. 
she said. 
She fishes from a 10-foot aluminum boat, an anniver­ 
sary gift from her husband of 33 years. 
I have a friend 
with a pickup truck. We re able to load the boat to haul it 
to the lake.

He’d go out a lap or two, come in, 
hop out of his No. 14 Foyt-powered 
Coyote, tell his crew members what 
was wrong, what had to be done and 
then help them do it. 
He did one lap at 176 mph and the 
explosion registered on the Richter 
scale. Back to the garage went the 
Gilmore Racing team to replace spr­ 
ings and repair a radiator leak. 
When he came back out, it was 
more of the same. A lap or two and 
back into the pits where car and 
crew were cussed and discussed 
Later in the afternoon he got up to 
182.334 mph.

The Coyote in which A.J. won the 
Cal 500 last year has been relegated 
to backup status. 
Last year Foyt dominated the field 
from the first day he arrived here 
He was the fastest in practice. His 
196 687 was four miles an hour faster 
than anyone else 
He qualified only slightly slower, 
196.549, to win the pole position. Last 
year the Twin 100 s were also part of 
the qualifying and A .J spreadeagled 
the field in a fog-delayed, yellow flag 
dominated race. 
He continued to run away from the 
field in the Cal 500 “ Super Tex” not 
only won. He led 188 of the 200 laps.

Nolan Ryan 
fans 2,000th

ANAHEIM — Nolan Ryan got the 
2.000th strikeout of his career Tues­ 
day night. But he'd rather have had 
his rhythm. 
“ I was tired from the time I 
warmed up," he said. I don’t know if 
it was the heat or what I just went 
out there intending to move the ball 
around. My control was good or I 
don’t think I'd have gotten through 
(nine innings).’’ 
The fireballer moved the ball 
around all right. . 
just as he usual­ 
ly does. He threw 153 pitches But 97 
of them were strikes which, for him, 
was a good ratio 
Altogether Ryan stuck out 11 
Detroit Tigers in a 6-3 Angel win It 
was the ninth time this year he fan­ 
ned 10 or more in a game and the 80th 
time of his amazing career. 
He now has struck out 252 batters 
this season and leads the major 
leagues in that department. His 
career total is 2,010 and he is the 29th 
pitcher in major league history to do 
it. 
Naturally, Ryan was asked what 
the achievement meant to him 
“ Nothin’,” he replied softly. I ’m 
too disgusted with the way I pitched 
I didn’t have any rhythm again. But 
the fans have really supported us. 
“ I ’m just glad anytime I ac­ 
complish anything in Anaheim 
Stadium.’’ 
A scribe reminded Ryan that he 
could still have another 300 strikeout 
season 
“ That doesn’t seem very impres­ 
sive with my record (11-17), 
the 
slim Texan replied “ I could end up 
12-20 the way I ’ve been pitching. So 
300 strikeouts doesn’t speak much 
for my ability.” 
Despite his star-studded strikeout 
performances, Ryan's lifetime won- 
loss record is an unimpressive 116- 
115 
Ryan may have been tired because 
he threw batting practice Monday 


night, something he would never do 
the night before he pitches 


He was originally scheduled to 
pitch tonight with Frank Tanana fac­ 
ing the Tigers Tuesday night. But the 
assignments were switched and 
Ryan didn't find out about it until 
after he had pitched batting practice. 
Ryan got number 2,000 on the very 
first Detroit batter, Ron LeFlore, 
and actually struck out the side in 
the first inning although giving up a 
double to Ben Oglivie. 
Le Flore, a .319 hitter, fanned four 
times in the game. 
The Halo hitting heroes were Dave 
Collins with two singles, a double and 
two more stolen bases (his 23rd and 
24th) Terry Humphrey singled in a 
pair of runs and Rusty Torres 
doubled in two. 
Tony Solaita knocked his seventh 
home run and Jerry Remy singled in 
Collins. Bill Melton got his 17th dou­ 
ble. 
Bob Jones helped the Tigers get 
their three runs, all in the sixth in­ 
ning Back-to-back shots down the 
right field line completely evaded 
Jones 
He looked like a man with a bushel 
basket trying to capture a rabbit.

Canadian Cowan 
has experience 


ONTARIO. Calif 
(A P) - Seven 
years ago, shy, soft-spoken Jim 
McElreath rode to the biggest vic­ 
tory of his career, in the inaugural 
California 500 . driving a backup car 
for A.J. Foyt. 
The 48-year-old journeyman driver 
from Texas hasn't won a race on the 
Indianapolis car circuit since then, 
and although his driving talents are 
considerable and well recognized, 
he s had to scramble for rides ever 
since. 
He missed the 1972 race com­ 
pletely, and he’s never really been in 
a car as good as the Foyt car he won 
with. 
A good measure of McElreath s 
dilemma can probably be laid to his 
shyness, his reluctance to beat the 
drum for himself ; he goes to tremen­ 
dous lengths to avoid press inter­ 
views. 
McElreath. a six-time finisher in 
the top six over 11 Indianapolis 500 
appearances, most likely will be a 
spectator for Sunday’s seventh an­ 
nual California 500.

C H IC A G O ( A P ) - 
National Football League 
player 
representatives 
have rejected the contract 
offer by team owners that 
sparked a fierce internal 
battle between their oft- 
controversial executive 
director and their union 
president.

“ I honestly don t know 
where we go from here,” 
said a disconsolate Dick 
Anderson, the injured 
safety for the Miami 
Dolphins who as president 
Harness entries 


of the NFL Players As­ 
sociation had worked out 
the proposal with owners 
last week 
“ Sometimes you win, 
sometimes you lose, 
sometimes you get rained 
out. The game will go on,” 
Anderson said 
He and three other 
members of the seven-man 
NFLPA Executive Com­ 
mittee supported ac­ 
ceptance of the offer. They 
were opposed by Ed 
Garvey, executive director 
of the players’ union who 
some members would like 
to see ousted 
“ It was a plan 1 felt was 
good and tried to sell,” 
said Anderson. “ Yeah, I ’m 
disappoints, I feel at this 
point it's the best offer 
we re going to get.” 
Garvey has witheld 
public comment regarding 


his personal feeling on the 
offer, but a source close to 
him said he feared accep- 
tance would negate 
players 
rights already 
won in the courts.

Garvey said no single point 
of the 70-page offer was the 
decisive factor in re­ 
jection Kather, he said, it 
was the package as a 
whole.

Conceivably, the All-Stare could have an all left-handed 
hitting infield and a pair of lefties in the outfield. This is a 
lactor that Arce deems extremely important. 
“ We picked a lot of left-hander« by design because the 
Asian teams pitch sidearm and almost underhand«^ a 
great deal which is tough on right-handed hitters,’ BUI 
noud 
How were the player« picked for the honor of par­ 
ticipating on this team? Record responded “ We screened 
over 300 players from teams throughout the country We 
didn t want just quality athletes but the type of young men 
that would represent our values over there ” 
Many of the players, all but one of whom are in college, 
will miss some schooling during their journey. Some will 
be abeent for wily a few days, others up to three weeks. 
However, each player has contacted his individual school 
and made educational arrangements 
The financ ial system is that of a typical U.S. Olympic 
endeavor The team is not supported by the U.S. govern 
ment Major League baseball is the nuntber one source of 
income, with a total of $15,000 being donated which is a 
matching fund agreement with the money the all-stars 
raised 
The U.S. Baseball Federation (USBF) donated money 
and major sporting goods manufacturers gave equipment 
to the squad. The young men have to pay the round-trip 
travel expenses to the Far East, but once in Asia, the 
Korean and Taiwan governments will pick up the tab as 
the host countries. 
At this time it is not known exactly how many partici­ 
pants there will be in the Asian Tournament - possibly as 
little as 6 or as many as 10 
As in almost all “ Olympic-like ’ sport« events, inter 
national teams are a substantial challenge to the United 
States One must understand that the teams the U.S. 
play» remain somewhat constant over a period of year« 
because they don t differentiate between amateurism and 
professionalism. 
Consequently, 28-30 year-old players are on other 
teams, and that is where a major challenge arises 
The only local player chosen for the all-star squad is La 
Verne College catcher Tim Burxatte “ Tim has definitely 
got good defensive skills and is a «crupper ” Record said. 
He handles pitchers real well and his quick release 
mskes him lough on base stealers ” 
"We re interested in winning but we are putting other 
thing« in perspective to that,” coach Record rioted 
“ However we re not going to slight the eifort of playing 
baseball the best we know how ”

brilliant

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Cookout for a crowd —barbecue with Italian twist 


What could be more fun 
than a celebration? To 
celebrate the lingering 
joys of summer and pursue 
the happiness of a long, lei­ 
surely weekend, why not 
gather together a con­ 
genial group for a Labor 
Day cookout! The more the 
m errier! 
Mix fam ily, 
friends and a few new 
faces for this easy-going, 
outdoor occasion. 
Cooking for twelve is not 
much more “labor” than 
cooking for two.

Then pour two 
jars of marinara sauce into 
a saucepan and heat over 
the coals until thick and 
bubbly While the sauce is 
w arm ing, toast thick 
chunks of split Italian 
bread on the grill until 
crusty brown. Set burgers 
on one half, ladle a gen­ 
erous spoonful of sauce 
over-all and crown with 
another piece of bread. 
Don't limit the fun of 


grilling to just the chopped 
meat. Try a hot and hearty 
potato salad made in a skil­ 
let and cooked right on the 
grill. Simply collect the 
ingredients, all sliced and 
ready to go — cooked 
potatoes (done the day 
before), Spanish olives, 
green peppers, celery, 
onions and sweet Italian 
sausage. Stir up and serve 
alongside the charcoal 
burgers. Set out a stack of 
paper plates and plastic 
utensils and let the guests 
help themselves for the 
easiest kind of party.

You can 
stuff manually (by putting 
the casings over the end of 
a funnel and pushing the 
mixture through by hand), 
but it’s a lot easier if you 
use equipment designed for 
sausage stuffing. 
Use Fresh Ingredients 
The sausage you make is 
as good as the quality of 
the ingredients you put into 
it. All ingredients — es­ 
pecially the meat — should 
be as fresh as possible. For 


best quality, buy the ingre­ 
dients on the day you plan 
your sausage making ven­ 
ture. 
To lock in that home­ 
made flavor, use natural 
casings. Like the skin of 
fru its and vegetables, 
natural casings are excel­ 
lent protectors of flavor, 
juices and nutrients. 
Where to Get Natural Cas­ 
ing» 
Many supermarkets sell 
narrow hog casings packed 
in salt in cartons If your 
supermarket doesn’t stock 
them regularly, ask the 
meat department to order 
some for you. If you don’t 
have any luck at your 
supermarket, ask the but 


cher at a store that makes 
its own sausage to sell you 
some of his supply. To find

Preparing the Casings 
Most natural casings 
come in the dry form and 
are packed in salt in car­ 
tons (usually about 50 to 60 
feet of casings per carton ) 
To prepare for stuffing. 


rinse the casings under 
warm running water ; then 
soak in warm water for 15 
minutes. Insert two fin­ 
gers in one end of casing to 
separate. Hold under the 
faucet and let water run 
through entire length. If 
casing is too long to han­ 
dle, cut in lengths of about 
24 inches After rinsing, tie 
a knot in one end and place 
on absorbent paper until 
ready to stuff. Rinse only 
enough casings for amount 
of sausage to be stuffed. If 
you have casings left over, 
rinse them thoroughly, re­ 
pack in salt in their ori­ 
ginal container and return 
to the refrigerator for 
storage. They’ll last for 


several months. 
Stuffing Sausage 
If you’re stuffing sau­ 
sage by hand, slip the open 
end of a prepared casing 
over the tube of a funnel 
and work the casing onto 
tube until tied end is about 
one inch from mouth. 
Press the meat mixture 
through funnel into casing. 
The quickest and easiest 
way to stuff, however, is to 
use a sausage making 
attachment on the mixer 
or food grinder. To assem­ 
ble the equipment, follow 
manufacturer’s 
instruc­ 
tions. Be sure to remove 
grinder blade before 
attaching the stuffing tube. 
Slip open end of casing 


over stuffing tube and feed 
meat mixture into the hop­ 
per. Start motor (if grin­ 
der is electric) or manu­ 
ally turn handle of grinder 
until mixture is fed into 
casing Fill casing slowly 
and evenly, holding end of 
casing and gently easing it 
away from the mouth of 
the tube. 
If a large air pocket de­ 
velops inside the casing, 
pierce casing with a fine 
needle. If casing should 
tear, stop grinder and tie 
off casing; then proceed. 
To form links, twist cas­ 
ing about three turns at de­ 
sired lengths or tie off with 
heavy thread or light str­ 
ing

The impact of rape on 
the man closest to the vic­ 
tim is often deep and un­ 
predictable. The crime of 
rape may uncover latent 
sexist attitudes in males, 
such as the view of a wife 
as property that has been 
damaged. At a time when a 
woman most needs her 
husband’s help, he may 
find he is unable to be 
supportive because of his 
own prejudice. 
You m ay need pro­ 
fessional advice to over­ 
come your problems. Don’t 
hesitate to ask for help. It 
doesn’t necessarily indi­ 
cate failure on your part. 
The first reaction of the 
rape victim is usually dis­ 
belief. followed by terror 
and fear that the rapist will 
kill or physically harm her 
or someone she loves. She 
is left with a feeling of 
powerlessness and vulner­ 
ability which may make 
her angry at all males, or 
seriously depressed 
She 
may feel disgust for her 
attacker, and perhaps for 
males, in general 
Her 
feelings of hatred, distrust 
and disgust may also be ex­ 
tended to include herself. 
It may take years, some­ 
times a lifetime, to over­ 
come the psychological 
damage. 
Rape is a crime of anger 
and hostility. The rapist us- 
usally has trouble relating 
to both sexes. His main 
motive is usually not sex
